Summary of Hews from the Far East, 


JAPAN. e 
. KANAGAWA, 
The. intelligence by the present mail confirms to the fullest 
extent the statements made in the London and China Telegraph 















of the 13th inst. in the article headed “ The Tycoon brought to 
Bay.” It will be seen by the following, which we take from the 
Commercial News of the 30th March, that the Tycoon has made 
submissions to the Mikado, and that the Conference, of which 
we spoke in the article named, has made its report long before 
this date, which there is every reason to believe will have been 
in favour of an extended opening to foreign commerce. Our 
contemporary says :— 

“The most important epoch in the history of our relations 
with the Japanese is before us. The Tycoon, having been 
compelled to pay obeisance to the Emperor—having been 
called upon to refute and answer the charges of his accumulat- 
ing enemies—has, through wise counsels, succeeded in not 
only ingratiating himself with the Mikado, and being the re- 
cipient of another token of his regard in the shape of higher 
rank and title, but has won the admiration of several of the 
most powerful Daimios, and a good understanding has 
Tesulted from his fearlessness and promptitude in daring 
the emergency. The question as to foreigners and Japanese 
foreign policy is not only agitating the higher powers 
at Miako, but is the all-absorbing topic with all 
classes of Japanese, and pervades all communities. And 
rightly do they judge of its importance. All other matters 
fade before the single one, for as they decide now, so will they 
have to abide. It has been contended by the several Daimiog 
now at Miako that the Mikado and Tycoon should, for the safety 
and welfare of the country, delegate power to half-a-dozen of 
the great Daimios, representing all phases of political opinions, 
to confer and decide as to the will of the nation in regard to 
foreigners ; and that the views agreed to by those six Daimios 
should receive the sanction of both the Mikado and the Ty- 
coon, and become the law of the land. In a spirit of concilia- 
tion, and with a desire to produce harmony in the empire, the 
following Daimios have been appointed, and have entered into 
a conference :—Etchizen, Tosa, Aids’, Stutz’basbi, Shimatz’sa- 
boro, Oowajima. We recognise in the above list atanch friends 
of foreigners and of a liberal policy, to the end that Japan be 
opened to unrestricted trade and unlimited prosperity ; and al- 
though two, if not three, are as unremittingly opposed to all 
concessions, and evince a desire to see the countiy freed from 
our presence, we do not despair of the result. The effects of 
opening the country to foreigners by a decision of the con- 
ference will prove that step the wisest they can adopt. Our 
advices from Miako report that a decision by the conference 
will be had before third Japanese month, or about the middle 
of April.” 

It will be remembered that we stated Satsuma had received 
permission to bring a considerable quantity of silk to market 





for sale to the foreigner. It scems that the Mikado has put 
in his claim also for a share of the profits derivable from the 


| trade of Kanagawa. 


At Kioto, Osaca, &c., proclamations are said to have been 
issued by command of the Mikado and the Tycoon, notifying 
to the people that there is no immediate cause for fear or dis- 
trust ; and that they may continue their trading operations 
with foreigners. It is reported that an arrangement has been 
come to between the Mikado and the Tycoon, by which the 
former is to be benefited by foreign trade to tho extent of 
fifteen thousand rios ($25,000) per annum; which sum is to 
be levied upon raw silk. Wheu tho Spiritual Sovereign and 
the great foudatories have had some taste of the benefits that 
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flow from commerce with the fougignar;;we need have no fear 
that the amicable relations once emtered into will bo lightly 
broken off. 

The rumour that one of Satsuma’s ships had been fired upon 
and sunk in the Straits of Shimonoseki turns out to be true. 
‘The following is Satsuma’s own report of the affair to the 
Gorojio, or Council of State :-— 

‘The Prince of Satsuma bad borrowed one.of the ‘Tyooos's steamers at 
Nagesaki, and she had gone to Seteuma's domain. Being in want of re- 
pers she was sent through the Inland Sea, on her way to the Nagasaki 
foundry to be repaired, on the (24th Jan.) 22 of the 12th moon of last 
year, Two days afier this she came to an anchor in the Straits of Shi- 
monoseki at eight o'clock in the evening. Shortly after this, the batteries 
on the northern shore opened fire upon ker. Supposing that the steamer 
had been mistaken for a foreign vessel, the commanding officer ordered 
signal lanterns to be hoisted at the mast heads, according to an agreement 
entered into among the Daimios, to provide against such a misunderstanding. 
The siynals were made and hauled down, But the firing commenced 
again, and as there was no attention paid to the signals when repeated, 
there being no help for it, the anchor was weighed, and the steamer 
directed towards the harbour of Shiro-no-e Mura, in the district called 
Awotoma, on the coast of Kokura. But a fire soon broke out in the ship 
‘and she was consumed before she reached the port Of the ship’s com- 

ny, nine officers, and nineteen others, including the engineers, lost their 

ives. ‘Their bodies have not been found. 

Tsiosiu, Prince of Nagato, who is the offending Daimio, 
pleads ignorance, and blames those on board the steamer, for 
neglect of the preconcerted signals, which should have been 
shown in time to prevent mista ‘The steamers Foh-kien 
and Scotluxd are reported to have been purchased by Satsuma. 

Professor Risley’s amphitheatre was opened on the 28th 
March, and a la:ge audieuce, consisting of upwards of 300 per- 
sons--Japauese, Chinese, Europeans, &¢.—attended, and at 
eight o'clock the performances commenced. The arrangements 
as to lights, seats, &c., were very well made; and judging by 
the enthusiastic applause which greeted the conclusion of each 
act, we conclude that the circus is the most popular amuse- 
ment we have yet had at this port. ‘The Japanese scemed 
delighted beyond measure with the feats of horsemanship, and 
with the high training of the dogs, all of which is something 
quite novel to them, 




















YOKONAMA, 

The following is a continuation of the Review of the Export 
Trade from this port, the first portion of which appeared in the 
London and China Telegraph of the 13th inst. :-~ 

Raw Cotton bas formed a very important branch of—indecd 
it may be said to have assumed the second position in—the 
export trade from this place during the last six months, It 
has given employment toa considerable number of vessels to 
Europe and China, and has proved, most conclusively, that this 
countiy posse-ses resources far beyond what is generally 
imagiued by persons not acquainted with it, which resources 
only require inducement and opportunity to develop themselves. 

Two years ago, as we have before observed, cotton was an 
article of im-ort, aud even when we closed our last report, 
ouly a few shipments had reached home from this. These few, 
however, I-ad_importaut results, for they couvinced those con- 
nected with the trade that the Japan cotton is superior to 
China and to most of the Indian growth. 

It is, therefore, not to be wondered at that, keeping pace 
with the great excitement prevailing in all the leading markets 
at home and in the East, a great demand should have mani- 
fested itself, resulting in considerable transactions at advancing 
rates during July, August, September, and Octuber, At this 
period supplies began to decrease, the old crop’s yield being 
exhauste!, During July and August prices had advanced from 











$16 to $20; they declined iu September to $19; but 
advanced in October again to $20. Towards the 
middic of November, as supplies of the new staple 


came to market, they were eagerly purchased at about 
$23 to $24; they however continued rather small during 
November, but then the effect of the high prices ruling began 
to tell upon producers, and, consequently, in December the 
cotton was freely supplied, and under the influence of favourable 
advices Loth from home and from China, the demand became 
very active, and prices advauced to $34 aud $34.50 for best 
qualities, 

The exports of cotton during the last six mouths of 1863 
amount to 24.539 bales, and we calculate that would comprise 
about 4,000 of the new crop, 

The exports for the two half-years show an amount for 
1863 of 33,187 bales; or, taking the weight at 1} piculs 
per bale, which we think may fairly be assumed to be the 
amount of the bale on average, 58,078 piculs, 
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We are happy 4. say Shat, apparevtly no restriction has been 
put upon the supplieswf cotton, although on several occasions 
there were reports that the Japanese authorities would take 
some measures to curtail them, and there is every reason to 
believe that the native dealers experienced some difficulties in 
bringing down the staple to Yokohama, difficulties, however, 
which the large profits made by them determined them to brave 
and overcome. 

‘We cannot end this slight roview of this trade without 
again remarking upon the enormous increase which has 
taken place in the culture of cotton in Japan. We 
cannot ourselves go into the cotton-growing districts, and 
we are therefore limited for information to those accounts 
which the native dealers may vouchsafe, without any check as to 
what the amount of their reliability may be. So far as 
may be judged from this source, there is reason to believe 
that they regard this crop as having been very successful 
We learn, too, from them that they estimate that the yield is 
about double that of former years, and that much more cotton 
has been planted than formerly; nor can it be doubted that, 
since the effect of the high prices lately ruling will have began, 
to be felt by the original producers, their effurts would naturally 
be redoubled to increase the crop ofa staple in so great demand 
in the ports open to European commerce. 

We must permit ourselves one further remark before closings 
and that is of felicitation that at the present time, when the 
supply from America has ceased, when every bale from an out- 
side quarter may be regarded as_a boon to our starving opera- 
tives, a supply from an hitherto unexpected source has risen 
up, amounting to such a sum in a few months as that we have 
above quoted. 

In our next number we shall publish a portion of the ‘Tabular 
Returns of the Navigation and Trade of Yokohama for 1863. 
HAKODADI, 

Dates from this port are to the 16th March. The American 
steamer Jeteor arrived from Nagasaki on the 10th, and on the 
13th was passed over to the Imperial Government for the sum 
of $47,500, The new duty tariff came into operation here on 
the Ist day of the second Japan month. ‘The principal altera- 
tion is the reduction from 35 to 5 per cent. on liquors; and 
the undersianding that, in future, foreign Government officers 
are to pay duty on stores landed for their own use, in the same 
way as others, According to the Custom-house returns, the 
export trade of this port (by foreigners) for the past year was 
$267,535, against $167,025 for 1862 ; a very decided increase. 

It is now generally believed here that we must add another 
to the casuaities in shipping in the neighbourhood during this 
winter, ‘The Dove, a Prussian three masted schoover, Captain 
Wieland, left for Shanghai on December 12, in company with 
the Osborne. On the 14th the latter vessel put back to Hako- 
dali, with some damage to her sails, and scveral of the crew 
frostbitten. ‘The captain reported very heavy weather at the 
western eutrance of the Strait of Tsugar, which, together with 
the strong current setting into the Strait, and the intense 
cold, made it impossible for him to beat off the land 
into the Sea of Japan. He last saw the Dove on the 
13th, endeavouring, also, to beat off the land. Shanghai and 
Nagasaki reports make no mention of the Dove, and, as there 
has been no native report of any vessel driven ashore, it is 
presumed that she foundered in the storm which caused the 
Osborne to put back. This case is more particularly distressing 
as Captain Wieland had his wife and family on board. 











OURSELVES AND THE “JAPAN HERALD.” 

We observe that a “Subscriber to the London and Ching 
Express” has called the attention of the Japan Herald to aa 
unintended piece of injustice committed aginst the last-named 
journal by the former in its issue of the 26th November last: 
The London and China Express of thut day stated that the 
report on foreign trade, so highly spoken of by Colonel Neale, 
made its appearance in the Japan Commercial Neus. Our ia Sub- 
scriber ” corrects us by pointing out that the article in question 
first saw the light in the Japan Herald of the 16th of January, 
1863. We can assure our friends in Japan thatthe error was 
simply an oversight, and not the result of any “ dirty trick 
played” upon us. An occasional slip of the pen, being but 
mortal, we confess ourselves liable to; but those who may 
attempt to “play tricks” wpon us will assuredly find them 
detected and punished. We are glad, however, to have bad the 
error of the 26th November last pointed out to us, and to be 
thus enabled to restore to our valued contemporary the Japan 
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Herald the entire credit of the article, which had the almost un- 
lented honour conferred on it of being copied into the 
Foes ‘Gasette, the official organ of the British Government. 





CHINA. 
PREING. 


‘From the capital there is no news of importance. The 
American Minister had requested Prince Kung to interdict any 
supplies to the Alabama. The following is the notification issued 
on the subject :-— 

‘The Board of Foreign Affairs is fully aware that a treaty of peace and 
amity exists between Chioa and the United States; it cannot be per- 
mitted, therefore, that American citizens coming here to trade shall suffer 
injury from any one while living in the country, nor their ships or goods be 
destroyed. Now, the steamer Alabama has been burning American vessels 
with their eargocs on the high seas; and she must not be allowed to enter 
‘uF ports, still further to destroy their ships, and every other vessel with 
similar evil designs must be likewise forbidden to enter them 

We therefore hereby notify all the governors general and governors of 
the maritime provinces to enjoin all the loca. authorities to keep a careful 
and close oversight ; and if the steamer Alubama, or any other vessel of war 
scheming to injure American property, approach the coasts of China under 
their jurisdiction, they are to prevent all such entering our ports, Let 
them also dirvctly issue a proclamation, embodying all these cireumstances 
and reasons, for general guidance. 

A copy of this despatch has been communicated to the Ministers of 
Great Britain, France, and Russia, ay well as to the American Minister, 
Mr. Burlingame; and it is accordingly forwarded to the Manchu coi 
mandants, the governors-general, and the governors along the coasts for 
their action thereon. 

Horse-racing, under the most adverse circumstances, always 
prospers with Englishmen. A second meeting has been held 
at the capital, which came off with the greatest éclat, and was 
graced by the presence of the principal members of the foreign 
legations aud several high Chinese officials. A capital luncheon 
was served, of which the principal geutlemen present, both 
native and foreign, partook. The drilled Manchu force was 
exercised on the ground, between the races, to give variety to 
the entertainment, 











‘TIEN-TSIN. 

The following account of the occupation of the foreign com- 
munity will be found interesting :— 

We are in the middle of the Chinese New Year's holidays. 
‘The main streets of the city and suburbs of Tien-tsin are turned 
into a market place. A vust quantity of the red candles, 
coloured lanterns of all shapes and sizes, carved red paper, 
kites, toys, artificial fowors, and all sorts of swectmeats and 
dainties, in short, everything necessary for the celebration of 
the New Year, is exposed in the streets for sale. Pictures, 
some of huge size, are exhibited on the walls and everywhere 
asuitable place can be found; the whole stiect looks like a 
picture gallery. It would be difficult, however, to say to what 
school the paintings belong. Wo wore surprised to find even 
some French pictures (those cheap sheets of paper covered with 
soldiers and other figures) amongst the array. Occasionally 
you may see little boys, who, with very grave faces and ges- 
tures, ure hard at work to exercise the Chinese reverence and 
shaking of hands, indispensable during the New Year's festivities, 
and practised all over China on the first day of the new year. 

Whilst the Chinese population is thus busily engaged, the 
foreign community of Tien-tsin is by no means idle, Tien-tsin in 
winter is asplendid place for recreation, and we would advise all 
those whose health has suffered, and whose nerves are relaxed 
through the influence of Hong Kong or Shanghai summers, 
to go to Tien-tsin or Chefoo, and spend a winter there. The 
months of December, January, and February are delightful ; the 
air serene and bracing. Ofall the different amusements aud games 
practised here during the time that wo are icebound, skating 
and coursing are most adapted to give the body vigour aud 
health. 

Riding has, no doubt, a most sanative influence, but we don’t 
mean riding alone ; it is riding in company which is calculated 
to give body and mind strength and new life. Fancy the flea- 
sure of riding on a cold but calm day thirty miles scross 
country, with a lot of jovial fellows, eagerly looking out for 
hares or foxes. This may every day be seen, and all classes of 
the community, whether official, professional, or mercantile, 
give themselves up to the excitement of the time. It will be 
easily seen that the Tien-tsin residents may be taken as a 
model in one or two cases. They know how to drive away 
ennui, and they do it, 

SHANGHAT, 

‘The following are the items of general news :—The London 
taail of February 10 arrived on the 31st March. The weather 
had been unseasonably mild for several days, but the general 








health of the community was not affected. An amateur theatrical 
performance was given by the sailors of H.P.M.S. Gazelle, lying 
in the river. 

Burgevine, the ex-general, has turned up “again from 
Japan, and been arrested by the American Consul—The 
culprits who seized the Tsatlee have made their escape from gaol, 
—On the 31st March a daring robbery was perpetrated in 
broad daylight in the centre of the English settlement. A bank 
coolie, engaged in carrying a tox of sycee, was surrounded by 
five armed Cantonese, while passing along Church-street, be- 
tween the premises of the Commercial Bank and thos2 of Messrs, 
Birley, Worthing on, and Co. A policeman and a soldier of 
the 67th Regiment, who happened to be passing, saw the men 
break open the box and endeavour to cscipe with eight shoes, 
They immediately gavo chase, and at length captured two, 
the other three having succeeded in making good their re= 
treat. Another case of a somewhat similar description 
occurred on the 27th. A covlie carrying a chest of silver 
along Temple-road was atticked opposite the London Mission, 
and the chest robbed of four hundred Mexican dol'ars, The 
thieves escaped, and have as yet evaded detection. 

The Municipal Council for 1863-64 hive submitted to tho 
land renters their report for the past year. The Rev. Mr. 
Yates has been compelled through failing health to resign, 
temporarily, the office of interpreter. 

Circumstances having delayed the arrival of the new Super 
intendeut of Police, the Council considered it inexpedient to 
proceed with the contemplsted alterations in the org misation 
of the force, The strength of the force is at present 126 mon, 
but a large increase iy proposed, The streets are again to 
be partially broken up; but as it is for the purpose of laying 
down gaspipes, the matter is rather one for congratulation than 
for regret. 

‘The following particulars with regard to Major Gordon's 
reverse at Kintang are from the Shanghai Recorder of March 
the 28eh :— 

We have received advices from Mujor Gordon's force up to 
the 25th inst., and now continue our narrative of its move- 
ments from the period of the occupation of Leeyang. We are 
sorry to have to record a serious reverse which the Imperialists 
have met with at Kintang:—Major Gordon, Colonels Kirkham, 
Tumbeity, Williams, Major Brown, A.D.C.; Captains MacMa- 
hon, Mansell, Brinning, Willson, Williams, Creamer, Raldi- 
more, and another wounded; Major Toute and fifteen rank 
and file killed, and ninety wounded, 

The city of Leeyang being got into a state of quiescence, 
Major Gordon with the lst, 2nd, and 5th Regiments, aud propor= 
tionate force of artillery, marched on the 16th en rowe to the 
city of Kintang, in posse«sion of there ebcls, and the same night 
reached a village some 12 miles to the north of Leeyang, where, 
mid the vast ruins, a few houses still remained with roofs, which 
afforded shelter for the troops in preference to tents pitched on 
the ground saturated with the coutinuous rain. Tnesa practi- 
cal sons of Han soon each took up the breadth of his back 
where he tossed off his blanket and accoutrements ; wood was 
as quickly collected, and fires lightad—a flat evoking pan aup- 
ported on a few bricks, rice, some salt fish and water, aud chow- 
chow was soon ready, which disappeared with tremendous des- 
patch, and with apparently as much relish as the most daintily 
prepared repast. 

The line of march was the main road from Leeyang to Kin- 
tang On the right lay lakes and hills; on the left a broud 
outwork of creeks through which the flotilla of boats crept at 
a steady pace. The land lies low and flat, and has all the 
appeurauce of having been a most fertile grain-producmg plain, 
though it is now fast returning to that state of swamp from 
which the industry of ages had reclaimed it. Mulberry trees 
line the banks of the crecks, uueared for; reeds and other 
aquatic productions occupy the place of the cereals ; old walls 
and ruins mark the dwellings of a once numerous, peaceful, 
and industrious population, of whom there now remain but a 
few halt-starved cadaverous-looking creatures, prowlivg about 
with bollow cheeks, sunken eyes, aud tottering gait, picking up 
such herbs as are visible; while skeleton after skeleton, white 
and bleached, lie all along the way, folled either by the hand 
of the soldiers of great peace as an amusement, or plundered 
and burned out of their dwellings, as they sunk from sta: vat.on. 

Toe same devastation and ruin was present all along the 
remainder of the march to Kiutang. There is no sign of the 
soil having been cultivated for some years, und this is a district 
which bas been in the undisputed possession of the rebels for 
over four years, 
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Kintang is a district city standing in this vast plain, now little 
better than a desert, 30 miles north of Leeyang, the same 
distance to the west of Chan-chow-foo ; unlike most of the cities 
in the hands of the rebels it has no outworks of defence, nor 
do the walls scem to be changed from their original state. On 
the morving of the 21st instant, the boats and guns were 
passed into a basin to the cast of the city, distant from the 
wall ouly five hundred yards, without any opposition on the 
part of the garrison, beyond a few musket shots expressive of 
their disapproval of the proceeding. The heavy guns and 
mortars were placed opposite the angle of the wall to breach 
it, while the smaller guns and mortars were arranged 80 as to 
enfilade the ¢erre plein. 

‘The usual display on the part of the garrison was entirely 
absent ; there the grim black walls stood without a single 
colour or spear visible. 

The guns opened fire at 12 o'clock, bringing down ponderous 
masses of stone, clay, and brick, at every discharge. until at the 
end of two hours a breach was formed practicable to ascend ; 
yet not a move on the part of the defenders. The advance was 
sounded, the 1st regiment by the bridge across the city ditch, 
and portions of the 2nd and 5th regiments by boat. The 
colours vied with each other in the ascent of the breach, but 
soarcely had their brave bodies sct their foot on the top of the 
walls, than overpowered by overwhelming numbers, pouring on 
them musketry, bricks, stones, fire balls, and every other kind of 
missile procurable, they rolled with the advancing masses to the 
bottom, like a broken wave, Three times covered by the 
artillery, which did great execution, the party rallied and rushed 
up the breach, but with the same result. 

Unfortunately at this stage of the proceedings Major Gordon 
was wounded and had to be carried to the rear, but getting 
into his boat he pushed forward and ordered up Col. Kirkham 
with the fresh companies of the 5th Regiment. The breach 
was again mounted but in vain—the defenders stil] held their 
ground; Kirkham was now also wounded and placed hors de 
combat. Again tne breach was cleared by the artillery, and 
fresh companies of the 2nd Regiment coming up, the officers 
rallying their men, accompanied by Major Brown carrying 
Gordon’s flag, made a most desperate attempt to establish 
themselves in the breach; tho struggle for mastery lasted for 
several minutes, victory wavering in the balance, when the 
elements decided the diy by a hurricane of wind and rain, 
The assailants slowly retired disappointed but not beaten. 
The force cncamjel in its position for the night, but uews 
having reached cf the Itmperialists falling back from Chan- 
chow-foo, and the coramunications being threatened, the opera- 
tions against this city (ivasmuch as they were meant to press 
om Chan-chow-‘oo) were now without object, consequently 
the force withircw and returned to Leeyang. ‘Vaking from 
them a pertion of the garrison, Major Gordon continued his 
march to oppose tie Rebels in the neighbourhood of Weosich, 
at which place he arrived on the 25th. 

In the operations the wounded and killed were as follows:— 
Major Gordon, Major Brown, Colonel Kirkham, Culonel Tum- 
belty, Cononel Willams, Captain MacMahon, Captain Mansell, 

tain Brinning, Captain Willson, Lieutenant Williams, 
“Vdevtenant Creamer, Lieutenant Raddimore, and Lieutenant 
——— wounded; Major Toute killed. Ninety rank and 
fle were wounded and fifteen killed. 

The foilowing account is from the China Mai 

The reverse which the Imperialists under Major Gordon sus- 
teined at Kintang admits of explanation, aud we are glad to 
know that it has not damped the spirits of the disciplined force. 
So far as we have been able to ascertain, the circumstances are 
these :—'The force left Li-yang on the 16th of March, aud pro- 
ceeded twelve miles that day and five more the next. On the 
18tk, they halted, marching again, on the 19th, when they ar- 
tived within four miles of Kintang. On the 20th, they advanced 
to within 700 yards of the city. ‘The force numbered only 
1,000 infantry and 350 artillery. The city is small, with no 
atockades, and the rebels did not venture out of it, nor were 
any flags visible on the walls. 

‘At 10 as. on the 20th, just as the siege guns were landed. 
Gordon received letters that t'e Imperialists had fallen back 
from Chang-chow-foo to Woosih. This was a derangement of 
the general plan, for it had been determined that the 
Imperialists should press Chang-chow-foo as hard as possible 
whilo Gordon attacked Kintang. It was of importance that 
the two places sliould be threatened at the same time, so that 
neither might assist the other. The intelligence that Chang- 





















chow-foo had been for three days without an enemy in front of 
it caused Major Gordon to doubt the policy of attacking 
Kintang ; but as his arrangements for the attack were made, he 
considered that it would look awkward to withdraw. The attack 
was therefore proceeded with, In two hours a good breach was 
formed, and the Major led the assault in person. Hitherto the 
rebels had only replied feebly to the fire of the Imperialista, 
but as soon as the attacking columns reached the creat of t 
breach the most obstinate resistance was encountered. The 
colours of the first regiment were seized in the hands of the 
man who carried them, and lost after a desperate struggle, 
Meantime Gordon received a bullet through tho fleshy part of 
his thigh, in consequence of which he had himself carried 
to the rear, and tho assaulting party also retired, beaten, 
Gordon then directed Major Kirkman to renew the attack, 
which he did, both he and his men fighting bravely, but 
again they were repulsed, and Kirkham dangerously wounded 
by a bullet in the shoulder. A third time the assault was 
made under Major Brown, Gordon's aide-de camp, and with 
@ similar result, Brown also being slightly wounded. The 
rebels fought very desperately, and the affair is said to have 
been worse than Taitsan. Brickbats, stones, and stinkpots 
were poured down upon the advancing column in great profu- 
sion, After the third attack had failed it began to rain 
tremendously, and the assault was abandoned for the day. Ten 
or twelve officera were wounded, and Major Chute of the 2nd 
Regiment was killed. Of the rank and file from $0 to 90 were. 
killed and wounded, about 20 being killed. During the night 
the rebels attempted to surround Gordon’s small force, but 
were forced to retire, having been rather warmly received. 

‘The appointment of the Rev. W. J. Smith as British Con- 
sular Chaplain at this port, has been officially notified to the 
Church trustees by H. B, M. Consul. [We presume this is only 
@ temporary arrangement, as the following announcement has 
been made here during this week :—The Rev. Charles H. 
Butcher, M.A., Fellow of University College, Durham, and 
curate of Hammersmith, has ‘been appointed chaplain to the 
Church Establishment at Shanghai, China.] 

KIUKIANG. 

Some excellent races took place at this port on the 23rd and 
25th March. Up to within two days of the time fixed, the 
weather had been so unpropituous that it had been proposed 
to train buffaloes, as the only animals capable of wading through 
the sea of mud which was where the course ought to have 
been. On the 20th, however, it cleared up, and the races 
came off most successfully; the omnipresent Aunt Sally being 
in attendance, 

HONG KONG. 

The dates are down to the 15th of April. The French 
mail of 17th of Feb. arrived out on the 2nd of April, and 
the P. and O. mail of the 26th on the 11th. The follow- 
ing itema of news are from the China Mail :— 

A fire occurred in ove of the China houses in a street lead- 
ing from Lascar-road to Taipingshan. As the locality is rather 
dense, and the dwellings very combustible, fears were at first 
entertained for the entire neighbourhood. Captain Quin was 
first on the spot, and had no less than five of the fire-plugs 
opened and a hose attached to each. The water played 
beautifully from each of the hose, and drenched out the fire in 
two hours, There was no disorder, but one Chinaman was 
apprehended while leaving a house with a bag of dollars 
belonging to an old woman who lived in one of the houses, 
Avother old woman frantically implored some one to save a 
box she had left behind, and, on this being done for her she 
ackuowledged the favour with many chin-chins, Two houses 
were burnt down before the fire was extinguished. The 
water-plugs were of immense value ; some fire engines which 
were brought to the spot were not called into requisition. 

The amateur performances for the season of 1863-4 came to 
aclose last night, when the “Tailor of Tamworth” and the 
“ Aladdin” burlesque were performed. Of the former we have 
already spoken, and have only to add that it was better played 
on this occasion than on the previous one. This we attribute 
to the increased familiarity with their parts which the per- 
formers had gained by experience, and it shows the value of 
rehearsal, 

The Sailors’ Home is still not nearly finished, and the money 
raised ($38,000) more than spent, the committee being in 
debt to the contractor. This is a pity, to say the least of it, 
and we call attention to the fact as one which cannot be too 
widely known, The principles upon which the institution 
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would have been conducted were liberal and sound ; the neces- 
sity for sugh a building admitted on all hands; the moral and 
physical’ iuterests of the sailors frequenting this port 
loudly spoken of; and more than half of the sum hitherto 
collected was paid by a gentleman now deceased, We 
have reason to think that the late Mr. Joseph Jardine would 
have paid ‘all the money required to build a Sailors’ Home, 
had he not believed that the community would gladly 
be represented in the matter by sharing with him 
in the expense. They have not done so in the pro- 
portion or to the extent which might have been expected, 
and the result is the present unfiuished building. These 
things are facts. When looked at fairly, the conclusion 
cannot be avoided that we should be doing a foolish thing to 
leave an unfinished building, with a debt even upon the part of 
it that is built, and commence the erection of a Public Hall, let 
the necessity for such an institution be ever so urgent, and the 
opportunity for buildiug it the most favourable that could be 
had. It is very hard; but there are the facts, and what else 
can be made of them? The Clock Tower is a smaller matter, 
but still a case in point. We are truly a strange community, 
to do as a body what as individuals we should view as absurd 
and foolish. 

A more desirable schemo than the City Hall was never pro- 
pounded in Hong Kong, and the opportunity offered in the 
affair of a site leaves nothing to be desired but the funds to go 
on with. But the dead lock now arrived at was inevituble, aud 
the plea for the Sailors’ Home unanswerable. 

At a meeting of the Legislative Council the minutes of 
last meeting having been read and confirmed, the President 
moved the second reading of a Bill to authorise the appro- 
priation of a supplementary sum not exceeding $151,770'65. 
The Council next resolved themselves into a committee to 
examine the items in detail, which were all agreed to, and 
the Bill was passed. 

It was next moved that an Ordinance be passed to give effect 
to Her Majesty’s proclamation of neutrality between the 
United States and the States calling themselves the United 
States of America. The Hon. Mr. Perceval pointed out that 
the Act could be evaded by laying down munitions on the op- 
posite shore, which was admitted to be true. The Bill having 
been read, was then passed. 

His Excellency said, with regard to the Mint, he had to 
thank the non-official members of the Council and the Surveyor- 
General, Ho thought that they had selected the best site, 
viz,—Caussway Bay. The distance was a drawback, but that 
might be got over by a ferry steamer. The Surveyor-Geueral 
said he would have to reclaim twenty acres of land. 

With regard to the Bankruptcy Ordinance, it was agreed that 
it should be examined by the committee appointed for that 
purpose ; and to have their report ready before the next mcet- 
ing of Council. The council adjourned until Saturday, the 
16th day of April. 

A correspondent has directed the attention of owners and 
commanders of the steamers trading up and down the China Sea, 
to there being an abundance of good coal to be had at Coal Point, | 
Labuan Island. The weather was noticed as being disagreeably 
heavy and rainy towards the end of last week, and an opinion 
advanced of hottish weather following, which view has not, 
however, as yet proved correct.

BORNEO, 
SARAWAK. 
(From the Straits Times.) 

The progress of Sarawak cannot fail to interest even those 
who are in no way connected with the country. It bas been 
said by Mr. Crawfurd, and other eminent writers, that a Euro- 
pean settlement in any well-peopled part of the Archipelago, 
just enough to abstain from oppression and to deal fairly, and 





strong enough to enforce obedience from and secure protection 
to its people, cannot fail of success, Sarawak is working out 
that problem to its extreme, and its development would seem 
to bear out the conclusion indicated. The difficulties that 
beset the foundation of the country were greater than can be 
readily conceived, and for many years there was a constant sink 
of money. Now, however, a tide of substantial return appears 
to have set in. The trade returns have year by year been 
improving. ‘The following are the returns of last year, which

The above abstract of the coast and foreign trade of Sara- 
wak shows the steady increase of imports and exports for the 
yoar 1863 over the four preceding years. In the years 1860 
‘and 1861, the trade in Sago was destoyed for a time on account 
of the Mukah war, at the settlement of which the sago ports 
were opened, and the product which had been so long locked 
up was brought to Sarawak for sale, increasing the returns 
cousiderably, since which time there has been no intermission 
in the trade, The increase in the quantity of Gutta Percha- 
forms an important item in the returns for 1863, and one 
which is likely to continue, both Malays and Dyaks being 
actually employed in working the forests. The foreign import 
trade is chiefly with Singapore, Java, and the Malay Peninsula, 
carried on by large native prahus of tonnage ranging from 40 
to 190 tons, also the steamer to Singapore, and brigs or, 
schooners as required. The foreign export trade is in sago, 
gutta, antimony, rattans, and timber, exported direct to Eng- 
land. The rivers from which most of the imports are derived 
are the Rejang for rice, gutta percha, wax, and rattans; the 
Batang Lupar for rice, paddy, gutta percha, wax, and gold; the 
Mukah Oyab and Matu rivers for sago in the raw state ; Bin- 
tulu, gutta percha, camphor, wax, birds’ nesta, and rattans ; 
Serebas, rice and gutta percha; Kalucka, rice and gutta percha ;. 
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Sadong, rice and birds’ nests ; Lundu, rattans, cocoanuts, and 
oil from the islands adjacent. This is expected to be much 
increased by the opening up of trade with the Kayans of the 
Rejang, from whom there is nothing but good news. 


JAVA AND NETHERLANDS INDIA. 

Dates from Batavia are to the 14th April. The value of 
cotton and woollen goods imported into that port during the 
month of February last, was as follows :—Dutch, 476,409f. ; 
foreign, 337,342f, At a sale by the Billiton Tin Maatschappy, 
3,370 piculs of tin were sold, averaging 68 19f, per picul. ‘The 
Wyoming left Batavia Roads on the 8th April, steering north- 
west. 





MALACCA STR\ITs. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to the 23rd April. The London 
Mail of the 10th March reached there by the P, and 0. Com 
pany’s steamer Jedi/o on the 15th, and the French mail with 
dates from London to the 17th, and Marseilles to the 19th 
March, arrived on the evening of the 21st. 

The decision of the Home autho ities regarding the tran: 
fer was anxiously looked for. 
year 1863-64, and the Government Administration report 
would appear a couple of months afterwards, It is expected 
to show a considerable reduction in public works, and asteady 
yield for the Stamp Tax, of the proceedings of which only 
four months were included in last year’s accounts. 
Some attention has again been directed to the progress making 
by the Dutch in the north-west coast of Sumatra. The Batavia 
Papers complain that the Indian journals should term that 
progress “encroachment.” The rights of the Dutch to this 
magnificent island are fonnded upon the treaty with 
Holland in 1824; and it would certainly seem that 
England then not only withdrew from the island, but 
acquiesced in the assumption by the Dutch of supremacy 
thereafter. All that was reserved was a stipulation 
from the Dutch that they should make no treaties with 
the native princes tending to exclude British trade or commerce, 
or to expose it to a disadvantage. Strong suspicions have 
been excited by the reports brought in by native traders, that ex. 
clusive treaties have latterly been concluded, and these suspicions 
are thought to gain weight by the circumstance that imports, 
both:to Peuang and Singapore, of Sumatra produce, have lately de* 
clined very much. No actual proofs of such treaties have, 
however, been brought forward. Indeed, no copies of any of 
the treaties lately made between the native princes and the 
Dutch have revealed this, aud it is consequently impossible to 
say what they may contain. It is very desirable, observes the 
Straits Times, that the public mind should be set at rest on this 
subject, and for this purpose the Foreign Office at home should 
appiy to the Hague for copies of all treaties recently concluded 
in Sumatra, and when oblained, they should be sent out to the 
authorities here ; for any complaints against the Dutch at 
present are made entirely in the dark. 

The long drought had not yet been fairly broken. Within 
the three days before the 23rd some heavy showers had fallen, 
but of anything like continuous rains there had been none. 
Besides great damage to the fruits aud vegetation which this 
condition entailed, a great scarcity of water in town had 
resulted.

CHINA EXPOKTS. 

Tea.—Macao.—New Tyshans, arrivals to date amount fo about 1,400° 
bags of the Kysow fashion leaf, under private contracts, now in course of 
preperation for shipment, which would, however, only be equal to some.

A few musters of Tyshaans, count 
make, have been exhibited, and one emall Jot has been placed at a hi 
figure. Scented ‘Teas remain neglected. The market has been cleared 
of Country Greens for shipment to New York. In Canton Greens there 
is no alteration. The following are the settlements of the fortnight. 
Congoes 10 chops—say blackish leaf Pekoe flavour at 21} to 24} taels 
and blackish leat Pekoe flavour at 264 to 90, taelx; also 230 half-chesty 
Tyshaans at 304 taels.

THE P. AND O. STEAMER “CANDIA” IN A CYCLONE. 


The passage to India and Chiva by tho overland route is 
generally reckoned on asa simple question of so many days, and 
persons speak of taking a run out and being back almost before 
they are missed in this country. Av exception to this general 
rule has just occurred to the P. and ©. Company's steamer 
Candia on her way from Aden to Galle with the outward mails 
of the 4th-11th April, Her mails were transferred to the 
Messageries Inperiales steamer leaving Aden with tho outward 
mails of the 17th April. In a Jate issue we recorded the transfer 
of the mails from one of the French boats to a P. and O. 
steamer ; thus the pubiic have the beneiit of the harmonious 
working of these two companies, Thauks to the good sense 
which guides their affairs. The following is the Captain’s 
report :— 





“ Aden, May 5. 
“(THE DIRECTORS OF THE PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL 8TEAM NAVI- 
GATION COMPANY. 

._ “I regret to have to advise you wf my return to this port on the Srd 
inst., having Leen compelied to’ put back, owing to camage received on 
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the 29th of art in a heavy cyclone off Ras Ulloolah, in latitude 12. 48 


longlitide Si. 

«We left this port for Galle on the 27th, and experienced vi 
weather, with srrooth water, until the morning of the Boi atee tse 
denly changed. 

“At 2 Aa. I was called asusual. It was then beautifully clear and 
fine, with a light breeze from the northward, and we made all plain sail. 
At daylight we met with a heavy easterly swell ; the weather then had the 
appearance of rain; the barometer remained steady. 

“ AtQ a.st, the barometer suddenly fell two-tenths. I then gave orders 
to take in the topgallantsails, and double reef the topsails; before that 
was completed the barometer had fallen three-tenths more, and the breeze 
was rapidly increasing. The foretopsail was just reefed when it blew away; 
hauled the foresail and furled it, and secured it with the studing sail 

&ec. ; the main and mizen topsails were left on the cap double-reefed ; 
rpenter and his mates employed securing tarpaulins, &c, 
By noon the barometer was down to 29-10, and it was blowing 
furiously ; the main and mizen topsails were blown out of the bolt 








“ At 8.90, finding that I was running into the centre of a cyclone, I 
hove the ship to, with her head to the N.N.E., keeping the engines work- 
ing slowly. By 1 p.m. we had a most terrific gale; the ship was com- 
pletely buried to leeward, and taking in tons of water, which washed the 
tarpaulins off the skid gratings, and an immense quantity of water found its 
way on to the main deck, and down the fore stoke-hole, &c.; the lee 
boats were washed away; the weather quarter boat blew out of the tackles 
and was lost, The weather lifeboat was blown inboard altogether, bring- 
ing the davits with it. About 8 p.m. the mizenmasthead carried away, 
the maintopmast and foretopgallantmast soon followed, the leward cathead 
was washed away, and the anchor washed off the forecastle, but the shank 
painter heldit, “We were not able to send any bands forward to secure it, 
and the following morning we found it had knocked a hole in the bow, 
but well above the water-mark, 

‘« At 4 p.m, the barometer commenced to rise: the ship was then in a 
fearful plight, the water increasing fast in the stokehole and engine-room, 
ship labouring heavily all the sails blown out of the gaskets, the deck- 
gear either washed away or smashed, awning booms carried away by the 
force of wind alone, lee bulwarks gone in many places, lower booms, hen- 
coops, and ladders washed overboard. Mr. Miller, the chief engineer, 
reporied to me that he could not keep steam up any longer, owing to the 
quantity of water in the stokebole. Stopped the engines. About this 
time Mr. Turner, second officer, who was engaged in securing the tare 

aulins, was washed to leeward, and had his leg broken in two places by a 
beneoop. Set all hands (passengers and stewards included) to pump and 
ale. 

“At 6 p.st. the gale was moderating, and the barometer rapidly rising ; 
the ship then appeared a complete wreck, the whole of the starboard 
cabins were full of water, the berths and washstands washed dowi, and 
the whole of the baggage destroyed. From this time it gradually mode- 
rated, and the wind veered round to the S.E., and became fine; the 
pumping and baling was continued until 11 p.o. the following day, 
although at times we had great difficulty with the pumps, owing to their 
getting choked with the coal in the bilges. 

“At IL pat, on the 90th got up steam’ and proceeded towards Galle; 
the following day, at 5 a.M., the engineer reported that he could not 
keep up steam, owing to the quantity of water in the stokehole, 1 then 
considered it prudent, as both passengers and crew were nearly exhausted, 
toreturn to Aden ; turned the ship round accordingly, and set all hands 
pumping and baling again, 

“On the morning of the 2nd I passed a large number of bales floating 
about, and one dead body. Pumping was continued until the Srd, when 
we arrived at this port about noon. 

“ T cannot speak in too high terms of the whole of the officers; the man- 
ner in which they exerted themselves is beyond all praise; also of the 
passengers and stewards; they all worked with a will. 

“On the morning of the Ist the passengers formed themselves into 
sanitary parties, and cleared the main deck of wet bedding and baggage, 
which was commencing to get offensive, I am sorry to say many of them 
are heavy losers, as, independent of the baggage in the cabins, a large 
quantity is damaged in the baggage-room. 

“ The officers and crew have also lost the greater part of their effects. 

“ The cargo, as far as we can see, has escaped damage.

THE AMERICAN TELEGRAPH TO RUSSIA, &c. 
(New York Herald). 


Wasuincton, April 21, 1864. 

The efforts of Mr. Collins to enlist members of Congress and other 
prominent parties in his great enterprise of a telegraphic connection be- 
tween Europe and America are, we understand, meeting with encourag- 
ing success. This subject has previously received the attention of Con- 
gress, in which body, it will be recollected, two very favourable reports 
were made three years ago—one by Senator Latham, of California ; the 
other by Mr. John Cochrane, of New York. u 

Since the date of those reports Mr. Collins has spent a large portion of 
the intervening time in pushing his enterprise, mainly in Europe, where 
he has succeeded not only in interesting a considerable portion of the 
mercantile community in his projects, but in enlisting the patronage of 
Governments also. The fact of the valuable concessions made to him by 
England and Russia of the right of way through their dominions in the 
north-western portion of this continent, has already been made public. 
These concessions are valuable, as indicating the favour with which the 
enterprise is looked upon in other countries. ‘They are valuable also in 
another point of view, for they offer such inducements to capitalists as will, 
it is believed, insure the speedy completion of the overland line to St. 
Petersburg and London with a very moderate degree of encouragement 
from the United States Government, Sit ns " 

The enterprise of Mr. Collins is thoroughly American in conception, 
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respect to the discipline to be observed in the British contingent in China, 
90 that the instructions given on the one side of the question might, he 
thought, very well be set down against those given on the other. He 
would, however, appeal from the instructions to facts, which justiGed bie 
in saying that we first broke our neutrality by our early operations within 
the thirty miles’ radius round Shanghai, and subsequently by our opera- 
tions at Ningpo, which was taken by a force commanded by Captaia 

. Our neutrality was aysin broken when the Commander-in-Chief 
of the British forces at Shanghai appointed Captain Gordon to the cam- 
mand of the Chinese auxiliaries. What was the character of these allies 
of ours, and what had been the proceedings of the men with whom it had 
been thought right to associate the soldiers of a Christian nation? The 
barbarities which were itted at Soochow were a su ficient answer to 
this question ; but the blue-books were full of instances of the cruelty and 
perfidy of the Imperialists, and Sir F. Bruce had over and over again 
remonstrated with the Chineza Government upon the subject of the bar- 
barous cruelties committed by their -oldiers, which cruelties were defended 
by Prince Kung, the very man who was held up in that House by the 
Under. Secretary for Foreiga Affsirs as a man of humanity and en- 
lightenment. (Hear, hear.) He now came to his second objection to the 
policy of upholding the Tartar dynasty—that it was not likely to 
succeed. In point of fact, we had been endeavouring to uphold a 
foreign dynasty which had never established itse'f in the affections of the 
people, and which those who had tvavelled in China told us would have 
fallen long ago if it had not been for foreign interference. Abbe Hue 
wrote that morality, arts, and industry had decayed. that poverty and desti- 
tution were making rapid progress, and that since the accession of the 
Mantchoo dynasty Chinese sucivty had undergone a great alteration for 
the worse. Captain Blakiston, in his work entitled Years on the 
Yang-tze, declared that since the accession of the Tartar dynasty every~ 
thing in the empire had fallen into a languishing and expiring condition, 
and that the rebellion against the Government was ty no means confined 
tothe Taipings, but ext nied very generally over the population. He 
had rather accept this tectimony, agreeing as it did with the evidence of all 
missionaries and travellers, than the statements of the Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, who represented everything as couleur de rose. 
Sir F. Bruce and the consul at Suanghai told a very similar tale. Ithad 
been asked how it was that if the dynasty was so weak it had he!d power #0 
long. The answer was. that no revolution had ever been accomplished ia 
China until after years of convulsion. insurrection, and civil war, and he, 
in his turn, might ask how it happened, if the Ta:pings were to universally 
detested as had been represented in that House, that fears were 80 generally 
entertained lest the Imperialist troops and the auxiiary forces themselves 
should go over to the rebels :(H-ar, hear.) H. observed with resret the 
support given by the Government to the expedition sent out under 
Captain Sherard Osborn, and more particularly the parting bene- 
diction of the Chaucellor of the Exchequer, and he rejoiced 
at its failure because it opened to us an escape from a situation of 

t embarrassment and difficulty. He hoped that we should date from 
that event a total change in British policy in China. Our whole policy 
there for many years past hid been, not a comedy, but a tragedy of errors, 
(Hear, hear.) He freely admitted that the whole blaine did not reat 
with the Government, but must be shired by both Hoases of Parliament 
and by the country, and his object was not to cast reproaches upon any 
one for what had been done in the past, but to provide security for the 
future. In the last sentence of a despatch written in June. 18GJ, Sir F. 
Bruce said, No course coud be so well calculaed to lower our 
national character as to yield our maverial support to a Government the 
corruption of whose authorities is only checked by its weakness.” That 
was what we had been doing, 





































































and is to be owned and controlled by American capital. For these 
reasons alone, therefore, it would seem to have peculiar claims upon the at- 
tention of the American public, as well as upon the favour of the Govern 


ment, 
A large portion of the Russian line with which the wires of Mr. Collins

portion of the liae—that is, the connecting link between Europe and 
<Awerica, via Bebring’s Straits—are gentlemen of experience in telegraph 
matters. It was their enterprise which, taking hold of the Pacific line 
at a time when all other men shrank from it, and enlisting the sympathies 
of the Government in its behalf, carried it through to a successful ending, 
in spite of the warning of friends as well as capitalists to let it alone. The 
fact that these emineutly practical as well as energetic individuals have 
Ret their shoulders to the enterprise of Mr. Collins, is an assurance that 
project will eventually be accomplished. But as the work is eminently 
national in ite scope, and as, moreover. much time must necessarily be 
consumed in its construction before any returns can be made for the vast 
outlays its rietors must submit to, it would seem that Government 
ought to find in the enterprise a case eminently worthy of its fostering 
patronage. The small subsidy allowed the line to the Pacific has, we 
are told, been paid back over and over again every year, through the 
facilities of the line enjoyed by Government in its correspondence with 
its Pacific posts. Similar facilities, only quadrupled in value, will be the 
result of the completion of the Rusco-American line. 

To all undertakings of this nature, so vast in its proportions and so full 
of promise to the welfare and progress of the country, Government will 
but show a prudent regard to the future, as well asa generous spirit in 
‘extending a helping hand.

‘May 20th).—Mr. Baxter, in rising, pursuant to notice, to 
call attention to the state of affairs in “Chita, said that while he 
ved the policy of non-interference which had been pursued by 
e Government in America and in Europe, he could not express satisfac- 
tion with the coune which they had taken in Asia, where their policy had 
been one of interference and war. If, he added, we persist in that policy 
much longer we should have to encounter difficulties, the importance of 
which it was impossible to exaggerate. He objected to our aiding the 
Imperialists in China on two grounds,—in the first place, because he 
believed that in doing so we were acting on a bad principle; and, in the 
second place, because he did not think our efforts in that direction were 
likely to be attended with success. He did not, however, deem it necessary, 
after the exhaustive speeches which have been made on the subject by the 
hon. member for Northumberland, and the noble lord the member for 
Cockermouth, to enter very largely into details on the present occasion.

The papers which had been laid upon the table of 
the House did not, at all events, bear out the statement that we had been 
ilty in that conntry of no breach of neutrality. In the first despatch of 

ir. Hammond to Sir E. Lu; in April, 1863, he found it stated that 
Earl Russell did not deny that there was inconvenience in the state of 
things pointed out by the Commander-in-Chief, but that Her Majesty's 
Government could not allow British officers who’ were only temporarily 
detached from their regiments to be making war on the Taipings all over 
China. Again, in March of the same year, Sir F. Bruce wrote to 
General Staveley to the effect that he was very anxious it should be borne 
in mind that we were not making war on the Taipings, while, in the 
month of June, the Secretary for the Admiralty, in writing to Mr. Ham- 
mond, said he was commanded by the Lords Commissioners of the Ad- 
miralty to send forthe information of Earl Russell a copy of a letter dated 
14th ‘of the previous Aprit from Admiral Kuper, respecting the 
ings of Captain Dew, of the Encounter, at Show-Shing, and to 

state that the Admiral had been instructed to inform Captain 
Dew that he had exceeded his instructions in taking part in 
hostilities beyond the prescribed limit of 30 miles. Now, these in- 
structions were all very well, but there were unfortunately other letters of 
the noble lords which have a different aspect, as well as two letters from the 
Foreign-office, in the latter of which Mr, Hammond stated that he was 
directed by Earl Russell, to say that during the then existing state of affairs 
in the neighbourhood of Shanghai British officers on full pay should be 
allowed to join the force under General Gordon's command, and to serve 
beyond the 30 miles radius. ‘There was, besides, among the papers for

of the Emperor. (Hear, tear.) 

Lord Patmensron: [am quite ready to answer the question of my 
hon, friend, but I must be allowed to sa that, notwithstanding 
e acuteness of his mind and the ability he shows on all occa~ 
ns, he has come to conclusions whieh are not supported by the mate- 
rials which he says he hus searched and digested. (Hear.) My hon. 
friend started with a general thoory, and nothing is 90 liable 10 mis.ead as 
a general theory. (Hear, hear.) © My hoa. friend said that the principle 
upon which the Britivh Government ought to act 13 that of noa-ioterven+ 
tion in the affairs of other States—a very plausible principle, aad one 
which, in many cases, ought to be strictly adhered to; but my hon. friend 
forgets that there are cases in which we have treaty rights —that there are 
cases in which we have national interests, and if his doctrine wore to be 
applied rigidly and in avery case, our treaty rights would be violated and 
‘our national interests would be sacrifived lear, har). ‘This has been 
the principle invariably acted on by the British Government, We have 
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interfered with great success in the affairs ot other countries, and with 

at benefit to the countries concerned. We so interféred, for instance, 
in the affairs of Greece, and we established the independence of that 
State, (Hear, hear.) We interfered in the affairs of Belgium, 
and we established the independence of Belgium as a separate St 
‘We interfered in the affairs of Portuzal, and enabled Portugal to 
obtain a free and Parliamentary constituion, (Hear, hear.) We inter- 
fered in the affairs of Spain with like success and with a similar 
result. We inter‘ered in the affairs of Turkey, of Syria, and of 
Egypt, and we maintained the integrity of the Turkieh empire. ‘These 
events preceding the Crimean war, and { do not think any man 
in this House will say that in that struggle we were unsuccessful. We 
have interfered in the affairs of China. Why? se our treaty 
rights were endangere:l and our national interests were at stake. (Hear. ) 
See how inconsistent my hon. friend was at the beginning of his speech 
and in its conclusion. He said he would never, as a m+mber of this 
House, consent to throw upon the tax payers of this country burdens for 
the sake of protecting his interests in China.

Lord Patmenstox: My han friend said it was quite true he had 
merchandise and interests in China, and that he would not call on the 
Government to protectthem. (Hear, her.) 

Me Baxter: I sail that might be an open question. 

Lord PALMERSTON: My hon. friend now says that would be an open 
question. But in the question which he put to me at the conclusion of 
his speech, there was no uncertainty whatever, because he asked whether 
the Government would confine themselves to maintaining the security of 
our establishments in the treaty ports, in one of which I suppose his pro- 
perty must lie. (** Hear,” and laughter.) Iam hound to say that I quite 
concur in the propriety of maintaining and defending the security of 
Britieh interests in the treaty ports. (Hear, hear.) But what has been 
the history of our interference in China? See the ineonvisten -y of these 
mercantile gentlemen. They are constantly urging the Government to 
make treaties of commerce with foreign countries, and to extend the range 
of our commercial interests. Only the other day I received a deputation 
from the manufacturing districts urging that a reorganization of the 
Foreign-office and the Board of Trade should take place, for the purpose 
of enabling the Government more ajequately to extend the commercial 
relations of this country. And ths fecling no doubt was honestly enter- 
tained, because everybody must know that on the extension of our com- 
merce depends the prosperity of our country, the accumulation of our 
capital, the abundance of our revenue, and the strength and pros- 
perity of the nation, Any measure, therefore, calculuted to increase 
the commercial relations of the country, so far from meriting the 
censure which my hi end, a8 a commercial man, thought fit to pass 
upon it, it is deserving of praise because it accords with the wishes and 
interests of the country, It was long felt that China would open a vast 
field of commercial enterprise to us; and there can be no doubt that 
among other things the great expansion of commerce with that empire has 
enabled us to meet without disister the unfortunate obstructions to our 
commerce and manufactures oceasioned by events still going on in Ame- 
rica, (Hear.) My hon. friend says that the Chinese, especially the 
Imperialists, are a cruel people. Well. [ have myself caid in this House, 
and | repeat it, that the nature of the Chinese population is cruelty and 
perfidy. But those qualities are not confined to. Imperialists, they are 
shared in a far higher degree by the Taipings, who are peculiar objects of 
interest to some hon. members of this House. (A laugh.) My hon. 
friend talks about a ma at Soochow. There wa: no massacre. 

“Oh, oh!) ‘There was a very treacherous act committed towards the

(Hear) The 
triets which they occupy are ‘aid waste, the people reduced to starvation, 
and only the other day we heard of a place in which the peop'e were 
obliged to eat hu flesh as a last resource, Is that a state of things 
conducive to British commerce? (Hear, hear.) Is that a state of things 
the extension of which to the immediate neighbourhood of our treaty 
ports we ought tu permit? (Hear. hear.) My hon, friend does not deny 
that a8 far as the radius of 30 miles from these ports extends, we are jus- 
tified in what we have done, and that it is our duty to keep these maraud- 
ing Taipin:s from making pirwtical incur-ious within those limits, But 
my hon, friend, in stud: Blue-books, has not studied with equal 
care the history of China. iked of the present dynasty a8 a foreign 
dynasty ; and though he did not say, he cer:ainly implied that it had been 
recently established in a conquered country, and, therefore. had no root 
in the affections of the population.

I” 
return that argament to my hon. friend, and I say, what must be the oom- 
mercial advantayes to this country if it can have an unimpeded uninter- 
rupted commerce with one-third of the human race? (Hear. hear.) It 
is. therefore, for our interests that tranquillity should be restored in China. 
My hon. friend says that the dynasty is tottering to its fall. 1 can only 
judge from what reports reach us, but I should rather be inclined to say, 
that the rebellion is more likely toend than the dynasty to be overthrown. 
(Hear, hear.) No doubt there are parts of Chica which are always 
threatened with rebellion more or less violent; but that, I am 
sorry to say, is the normal state of many of those Oriental Govern- 
ments which lack the organization and energy necessary to maintain order 
throughout their entire dommions, Such has been the condition of Tur 
key; such has been peculiarly the condition of China, whose central 
ment has always had the greatest difficulty in maintaining order in 
its remoter provinces, But I can assure my hon. friend, as far as we cum: 
trust the accounts which reach us, that the Taeping rebellion has been: 
narrower to a much more restricted circle than it occupied one or two 
years azo; and that if we are to speculate on the futare it will be safer to, 
reckon that the rebellion is tending towards extinction, than that the 
dynasty is tottering to ite fall. Besides, what must bappen if the Imperial 
Government be overthrown? You would have nothing but extensive. 
anarchy. (Hear. hear.) The Taepings are perfectly incapable of ruling, 
the empire, and if they attempted to do so there would soon be 
rebellions against them. In reply to my hon. friend, I'stated that our inter- 
ference as a direct interference has been limited to the treaty ports ; but 
we certainly dd give to the Chinese Government the assistance of British 
advice and arrangement in’ collecting their customs and improving their 
revenue, and grea! benefits have resulted to the Chinese Government fromt 
that assistance. (Hear.) Last year we issued an order authorising 
Captain Osborne and others acting under Mr. Lay to raise a squadron 
for the purpose of restoring order in the waters of China, and get= 
ting rid of the piracies which endanger navigation. My hon. friend says 
that when the expedition started he foretold ite failare. Perhaps in that 
respect he was a better judge of Chinese character.than we were. It 
certainly did fail, owing to the jealousies which existed between the 
central and provincial Goveramenta, and to their deaire to subject Captain 
Osborn io restraints and restrictions which he felt it would not be for his 
honour or for the advantage of this country to submit to, (Hear.) I rey 
gret very much that the expedition of Captain Sherrard Osborn did not" 
succeed, because I believe that if it had gone on, and'if Captain 9. 
Osborn had been al-owed to dirnct it according to his views, it would have, 
put an end to that piracy which is now desolating 
That order in Council has been revoked, and there 
part of Her Majesty's Government to issue such an order again, 
Then there was another order ia Council, authorizing any British 
subject to enter into the service of China, Major Gordon was one of 
those who took advantage of that order in Council. It has, however; 
been revoked, and there is no intention of renewing it. Major 
Gordon, I am sorry to see by the last accounts, has sustained’ s. 
check, and has been wounded, I hope not severely. He is @ 
most able and distinguished offiver, and one who bas performed 
great services for the Imperial Government, and my conviction is 
that if the Imperial Governinent could by his or any other means put down 
the rebellion, net only would they gain a great advantage for themselves, 
hut they would confer an immense advantage upon the commercial 
interests of this country. All I can say is that it is not our intention to 
authorise any direct interference in the military or naval service of Ching 
as between the Imperial Government and the Taipings, beyond the pro- 
tection to be afforded within a radius around our treaty ports. ‘That is a. 
duty which the Government owe to the commercial interests of this 
country, and I am quite convinced that if the commercial interests were 
assembled and asked their opinion, they would say, “ For Heaven's 
sake protect our commerce in China in the treaty ports.” That commerce 
is daily assuming more and more importance, and isone of the means by 
which’ this country has weath -red the difficulty arising out of the diminished:

Had the noble lord, how- 
ever, studied the advice of the Government Envoy in China, because 
the Government policy in every one of its most material Pao 
hadi been not only disputed, but absolutely contradicted. by, gE. 
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Brace. during the. last two years? It appeared to him that the 
Government “aught either to follow the advice of their envoy in 
Chica or to recal hips: He was rather significant that the noble lord 
began byrtelling the House that general theories: were liable to mislead. 
He did not.know whether that remark was applicaple to a speech made 
Aately, from. the T: bench in the noble lord's absence; but, if so, he 
aust express his belief that if the noble lord at the head of the Government 
had'been present those very misleading general theories would possibly 
‘ot have been heard in that House. [The CHANCELLOROf the Excusqura: 
“ Qoestion, jou.”] Perhaps his remark did not exacily bear upon 
‘the question ; but at the same time be concurred with the noble lord that 
general theories were likely to mislead. After the experience which had 
Dowbeen had of the working of the Government policy in China, the 
Howe bad, he thought; a right to expect'a complete renunciation of that 
polisy: The commercial interests connected with China disapproved the 
Polioy-of the Government, and unless they confined themselves to the 
imple duty of forcing the Chinese to observe their treaty rights, our trade 
would be materially prejudiced. ‘The noble Lord said that the Government 
had interfered because our treaty rights were in danger, but he should like 
‘to betold in what single instance our treaty rights or trade had been en- 
angered.

In this connection, while we feel desirous of what we know of 
it to. have the rebellion put down, atill we have come to question the 
policy of lending Government officers to lead the Chinese in the field, 
for fear of complication among ourselves growing out of the relations to 
the employed, &. That while we wish to give our moral support to the 
Government at the present time, the power in the country which seems 
disposed to maintain order and our treaty rights, we should preter that it” 
would organize its own people as far as possible for its own defence, taking 
only foreigners for instruction in tbe arts of peace or war, and these as far 
as possible from the smaller treaty Powers.” 

(Hear, hear.) It was stated by the noble lord at the head of the Govern- 
ment that the Tuipings had roasted four Europeans; but there was testi- 
mony from a. person in China to the effect that: those four persone- said> 
to have been roasted in December were alive in January. Ia contrast 
with the assertions made of the desolations which accompanied the 
march of the Taipings, he directed the attention of the House to the

“It behoves the British Parliament—the British people—to look to

Hitherto, Ad- 
miral Hope has been acting in the interest of the Imperial Government, 
Now, ‘est against our putting down the rebellion on behalf of the 
Tony Government on two grounds. The first is, the ground of its 
cruelty, [have read harrowing accounts of the devastations of the rebels 
—how the country is blasted by their march. The accounts are, no 
doubt, true. But] have seen also the ways of the Imperial braves, and 
kept company with them for hours together. Their march over the 
country was like the progress of locusts and caterpillars. Their thirst 
for blood was quenchless; their outrages ou the young and old were. 
indescribable. On the score of cruelty the case- must be about equal, 
inclining to the Imperialist side, if we may judge on the principle that. 
the more cowardly are the more cruel.” 
With regard to Se-Chow, the great emporium of the silk districts, itappeared. 
from official returns that the exports bad increased annually since the. 
Taipings first held it, on the 8th of May, 1860, up to the period when it 
was taken from them by treachery, and by the aid of Major Gordon and 
British gune. ‘The annual exporta of silk, which bad exceeded up to thie 
year 60,000 bales, then fell to 40,000 bales. 

Mr. Gagcson understood that since the Order in Council had bees. 
withdrawn the policy of the British Government was now confined to 
defending the treaty ports and defending British life and property. The 
expedition. of Captain Osborn had, as stated by the hon. member for 
Montrose, feiled ; but he regretted that that was the case, for its purpose 
was anoble one.

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ANOTHER DEBATE ON CHINA. 

‘Wr persistent action, the philo-Taiping members of the 
House of Commons renewed the old topic of debate on British 
policy in China last Friday, which we had imagined received 
its quietus this session in the discussion before the recess, 
On this occasion the Premter undertook the defence of that 
Policy himself ; and with his usual inexhaustible fund of argu- 
ment in reply to the mover of the question, convinced the 
House of its soundness. His home-thrust at that hon. mem. 
ber, as an interested but inconsistent advocate of our com- 
mercial relations in China, was keen and sharply simed, showing 
that the vigour of political debate is still fresh within the “old 
man eloquent,” party surmises to the contrary notwithstanding. 
We may thank Mr. Baxrer for again broaching the subject, as 
his questions elicited so many conclusive reasons in support of 
the Government action on this Taiping question. Lord 
Patacenston goes back to first principles, in elucidating the 
Policy of intervention hitherto successfully pursued in the East, 
where our commerce required protection ; and holds that such 
Will rule our future relations with China, which has proved the 
Opportune support of British foreign trade during the convul- 
sions which have paralysed American traffic, As to rebellions 
in China, he alluded to the well-known fact that these have 
eon the rule, and eras of peace the exception from time im- 
memorial. And, he might havo added, considering the vast 
territorial extent of that empire, with its multitudinous popu- 
lation, this is a matter not to be wondered at ; inasmuch as, 
being greater than all Europe, a comparison of history will 
show that these regions of the West have been as rebellious as 
those of the Far East. Indeed, it would have been an apt 
illustration of the subject to show that with all our boasted in- 
stitutions for tho conservation of peace, Europe at the present 
time is suffering as much from a state of war as China is from 
rebellion ; and the “greatest nation in all creation” is ten 
times worse. It is only by such comparisons that we can 
judge of a rebellion in one or two of the eighteen provinces of 
China, each of which is equal to a European State of the first 
or second order. It is with much satisfaction we remark that 
Lord Panwerston paid a well-deserved tribute to Major GorDoN 
by designating him “a most able and distinguished officer,” 
hoping that he ia not wounded severely, as announced in the 
telegram from Suez. In this wish we cordially join, and trust 
that when the details reach us of his unexpected reverse at 
Kiu-tang, affairs will present a more favourable aspect than 
this brief message indicates.

THE ANGLO-AUSTRALIAN AND CHINA TELEGRAPH. 

For the past six years Mr, Francts Grsporve has been en- 
gaged in the formation of a company to carry out a line of 
telegraphic communication between Singapore, China, Java, 
and Australia, to be connected with the Indian system at 
Rangoon, to which port the lines already extend, and on com- 
pletion of the cable now being laid in te Persian Gulf, the last- 
named will be in communication with Englaua afr, Gisporwe has 
obtained a subsidy from the Dutch and Australio. Governments, 
‘but owing to the unfortunate failure of the Red bx sable our 


Government declines to follow their example. No doubt such 
a subsidy would smooth the course very materially, but we 
fully believe sufficient support will be obtained from our mere 
chants and underwriters to make the undertaking remunerative. 
The spirit of enterprise is at the present day so strong that we 
are confident the necessary capital will be forthoommg under 
the very able board of directors which Mr. Grsponwe has suc 
ceeded in forming. The list comprises merchants and others 
practically acquainted with the trade, and of first class standing. 
The correspondence Mr. Gisporng has conducted on the sub- 
ject with the British, Dutch, and Australian Governments has 
been published in the form of a blue-book by order of Par- 
liament. According to a map that has been published, the 
lines proposed will be as follows :— 

From Rangoon to Singapore a submarine cable of 1,200 miles 
will be laid in three sections, in a depthof forty fathoms. The first 
section will extend from Rangoon to King Island along the coast 
of Siam ; the second from King Island to Penang in the Straits of 
Malacca ; and the third on to Singapore. From Singapore to 
Hong Kong, say about 1,300, the first section of the 
cable will stretch from Singapore, across the head of the Gulf 
of Siam, to Saigon ; from Saigon to the Island of Hainan, on 
the west coast of China, and from thence to Hong Kong. 
From Hong Kong it is proposed to lay another cable to Shan- 
ghai, in sections to Amoy, the north end of Formosa, and 
thence to Shanghai, the distance being about 1,000 miles, If 
these cables are successfully laid and worked, there will be no 
difficulty in continuing them on to Tien-tsin and also to 
Japan. 

The Java and Australia part of the project will be as fol- 
lows :—From Singapore the cable will be laid to the Island of 
Banca, thence to Batavia; from Batavia a land line is already 
laid right through Java to Cape Sedano ; from the latter place 
the line will be laid to the north or south ead of the Island of 
Timor—a placewell known and much frequented by vessels to and. 
from China during the adversemonsoons. From Timor the stretch 
will be to Port Essington ; from there across the Gulf of Car- 

pentaria to Port Denison in Queensland, which is already in 
telegraphic communication with Sydney, Melbourne, and Ade- 
laide. The depth of water in which the cables are to be laid 
ranges from 20 to 80 fathoms. The entire distance of the pro- 
posed operations is about 6,000 nautical miles, and the 
estimated capital required about two and a quarter millions 
sterling. 


THE JAPANESE AMBASSADORS IN FRANCE. 

The Ambassadors are making the best use of their time, and 
are producing a decidedly good impression. It is evident that 
their Government has, upon the present occasion, either se- 
lected better men for the mission than it did previously, or bas 
given them wiser instructions. The present Ambassadors are 
manifestly intent upon really studying the strange people in the 
midst of whom they are thrown, and also on leaving a pleasant 
impression of their own manners and habits of thought on the 
European mind. Not long since the Ambassadors visited Vinoen- 
nes, that curious old building, like all its contempories, half-palace 
and half-prison, and where, by the way, died Harry of England, 
Falstaf’s friend in youth and England’s champion in after 
years. They inspected the old dovjon tower, the arsenal, the 
salle d'armes, and the barracks ; and their inquiries proved they 
were no mere loungers and sight-seers, but men intent on pick- 
ing up information and storing it for future use. 

Since this they have paid a visit to Cherbourg and other 
places. The Ambassadors were accompanied during their jour- 
ney by a numerous suite, and also by M. Ballier, an attaché of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in Paris; M. Blekman, Interpreting 
Secretary to the French Legation in Japan; M. Hervé de 
Lavaur, a medical man, also attached to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs ; M. Pagés, Professor of the Japanese language, and 
several French artists. They were received at the railway 
station by the Sub-Prefect, commandant and commander of the 
artillery of the place, a battalion of the 18th regiment of the 
line, with band playing, being drawn up in the court of the 
station. The troops presented arms, and the Ambassadors 
drove off to the Hotel de UEurope, where apartments had been 
eugaged for them, through a dense crowd of people. On the 
foliowing morning the Prefect of the Department, General de 
Maud’bui and Rear-Admiral Roze, acting at present for the 
Maritime Prefect, made a complimentary State visit to the 
Ambassadors, which, of course, the latter immediately returned 
in due form. Soon after this the boats of the Imperial Marine 
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carried the Japanese to the maritime port, amid a salvo by the 
artillery of seventeen guns. At the port the Ambassadors were 
received by a battalion of marines, with music, and the chief 
officers were presented to them by Admiral Roze. The party 
was then escorted through the various portions of the port 
and arsenal, the sawing machine room, the artillery workshops 
and the graving docks, and exhibited great interest, especially in 
all that related to arms, asking innumerable questions respect- 
ing them. They then were taken on board the steel-plated ves- 
sels Solferino and Couronne, which again interested them ex- 
ceedingly, and gave rise to many memoranda in their note-books, 
of which they make good use upon almost all occasions. They 
afterwards were taken to the breakwater and forts, where they 
had an admirable view of the iron-sided fleet lying at 
anchor within, and the day being magnificent the effect was ad- 
mirable. 

In the evening there wasa grand dinner at the lodging of the 
Ambassadors, to which all the principal officers of the place 
were invited. In the evening the latter went to the theatre 
on foot ; and on the following morning they departed for Havre 
in the Talisman, where pretty much the same routine was 
gone through, with due allowance for the special character of 
the two ports. From Havre they proceeded to Rouen, where 
they were shown over some of the mills and other establish- 
ments, and thence they returned to Paris. 

On the 18th the Ambassadors were entertained at a grand 
dinner by the Minister of Foreign Affairs, when the Minister of 
Marine and of the Colonies, Baron Gros; M. Albrand, the Su- 
perior of Foreign Missions; M. Etiennes, the Superior of the 
Layaristes ; Comte Vitzthum and Triconpi ; Ministers of Saxony 
and Greece in England ; Admirals Charner, Jurien la Graviére, 
and Baron de la Roncidre le Noury, many other officers of the 
army and navy, and all the heads of Departments in the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, were present. In the evening 
Mdme. Drovyn de Lhuys held a reception, at which the 
Japanese visitors remained till an unusually late hour. 
They have accepted an invitation from the Swiss Minister to 
visit that country, and also to enter commercial relations with 
the Government, and the proposal has been accepted. 

‘The Japanese Ambassadors visited the Grand Opera on the 
evening of the 23rd inst., to witness the ballet of Giselle, when 
a kind of grand stand was erected for the party at the back of 


the pit, and in front of the baleony, placing them in the most, 


conspicuous position imaginable. On the 25th the Ambas- 
sadors dined with the Emperor at the Tuileries. 
MXTRAORDINARY IDENTITY OF THE JAPANESE INTERPRETER. 

Several of the Paris journals relate the following sory concerning the 
interpreter of the Japanese Embassy, now in Paris :—Frantz Bleckmann 
‘was a native of Holland, but being of a roving disposition, embarked on a 
vessel bound for Batavia to seek his fortune. Years passed by, and 
nothing being heard of him, his friends at last concluded that some acci- 
dent must have befallen him, and that he was no longer living. His father 
remained in Holland, but being unsuccessful in business, he came to 
Paris. Here his resources soon failed him, and on writing to a friend to 
solicit a small loan he received the following letter in reply :—“ I send you 
the money you ask for, and add to it the photographic portaits of the 
Japanese Embassy. You will remark the face of one of those strangers, 
for he is the very image of your son.” The father could not but perceive 
the resemblance ; the features were certainly the same, but the closely- 
shaven head and the Oriental costume greatly puzzled him. He, how- 
ever, went to the courtyard of the hotel in which the Embassy was staying 
and was 10 fortunate as to arrive just as the Japanese were passing to go out. 
‘The original of the portrait he at once recognised, and called out: ‘Is 
that you, Frantz?” In a moment the son—for Frants it really was—and.

A VOYAGE ROUND JAPAN. 

A very interesting volume has lately made its appearance in 
Paris, published by the Messrs, Hachette, under the title of Un 
Voyage Autour du Japon. M. Ropotexe Lrnpav, the author, 
‘was some time ago introduced to the notice of our readers by 
one of our correspondents. Prepossessed in favour of the book 
by his recommendation, we have found, on looking into it, 
that the papers which appeared in the Revue des Deux 
Mondes certainly well deserved the distinction of a separate 
publication. The author's residence in Japan occupied por- 
tions of 1859, 1861, and 1862, and extended altogether to 
a space of two years. His sojourn, too, was not confined to one 
city, for he furnishes us with descriptions of Nagasaki, Hako- 
dadi, Yedo, and Kanagawa, and of other places not so well 
known to us, based on his own actual residence and observa- 

tion. He, besides, paid a visit to the Russian establishments 
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on the Asiatic coast, his account of which is one of the moat 
important chapters of the book. The general character of the 
work bears the impress of the mode in which its contents were 
originally published, partaking of that sketchy, easy-reading 
style that forms the charm of periodical literature, M. Lindau, 
moreover, is disposed, after the manner of his countrymen, always 
to look at matters on the bright side. He has a good word 
for everybody andevery place. With the Japanese themselves 
he is ever on excellent terms ; and the vices he recognises in 
them he is inclined to attribute to their new-born intimacy 
with Europeans ; for he says, “ You may admit it as a general 
Tule, that the natives degenerate morally as soon as they enter 
into connection with us. To what causes are we to attribute 
this phenomenon, by no means flattering to our self-esteem % 
This is not the place for inquiring into it ; but I assert that 
in Japan, as in China, the good and amiable native society has 
disappeared wherever the influence of Europeans prevails. The 
coolies of Decima are incorrigible thieves; the traders of 
Yokohama grow daily more insolent ; and the Japanese women 
who are obliged to submit to the companionship of foreigners 
very soon lose the modesty that constituted their principal 
charm.” E 

With the opportunities that our author enjoyed we are rather 
disposed to express surprise that he has added so little to our 
knowledge of the customs and laws of the Island Empire ; but 
the difficulties of the language seem not to have been as yet 
overcome by any but the professional interpreters. To show 
the nature and amount of the impediments to a free interchange 
of thought and expression between the European and the 
Japanese, we will just throw together passages from various 
parts of the book that enable us to estimate the insurmount- 
ability of the barrier they int — 

Japanese, the profound study of which is for the learned man strewed 
with difficulties, presents to the traveller a mass of easy phrases which 
enables him hort time to talk on common matters. The sound of 
Japanese reminds one of Italian. Vowels are abundant, and serve by 
their harmonious assistance to sustain an accent always placed with pre- 
cision. The pronunciation is flowing, and a man of very ordinary memery 
may in a few weeks learn words enough to communicate with the natives 
without the aid of an interpreter. All foreigners who have resided in 
Japan for some time make use of the language of the country, and a few 
speak it readily, As regards the language of the men of letters and of 
political relations, to be able to write or handle it correctly demands 
a devotedness to dry philological studies which hitherto, even in the very 
country, missionaries alone have had the courage to undertake. . . 
T endeavoured to explain the object of my visit, and I had some difficulty 
in making myself understood ; but I bad still much more to gather the 
meaning of the reply given. My hosts bad never exchanged a word with 
a European, and the language that I passed off at Yokohama for Japanese 
seemed not to be naturalised throughout the Empire. In general, the 
Japanese spoken by most foreigners differs essentially from the pure and 
choice diction of the natives. So also I often remarked that to con- 
verse with traders from the interior the Yokohama dealers made use 
of their servants as interpreters. However, the difficulty we bad in ex- 
changing a few phrases threw no coolness on the kind welcome given me, 
and which Europeans always find in Japan when there is no particular 
motive for avoiding or fearing them. 

Of the designs of the Russians on the islands and coasts 
of the Japancse seas, M. Lindau hints the gravest suspicions. 
The following extracts are of special value :— 

POLICY OF RUSBIA IN JAPAN. 

On the west of the bay, in front of Nagasaki, is situated the Russian 
establishment, near the native village of Inassa. The Russians are ia the 
habit of isolating themselves from other foreigners in Japan. While the 
French, English, American, and Dutch functionaries and coromercial 
men live without exception on the eastern shore of the bay at the gates of 
Nagasaki and in the centre of business, the Russians have withdrawn to 
Inassa, a little village peopled by monks, fishermen, and husbandmen, 
It is evident that the interests they are prosecuting in the Far East are 
altogether different from those of the English and French. Trade is not 
what occupies them: they have no representative at Yokohama, where 
most business is done, and not a single Russian merchant has, up to this 
time, established himself in Japan. At Hakodadi alone, a toy! busy city, 
but without foreign outlets, and for that reason neglected by the Englis 
and Americans—at Hakodadi, facing the ports of Mantchouria, is con- 
stantly stationed a small fleet of Russian steamers. People are much 
astonished to find the same nation rey nted there by a Consul-General, 
with a surgeon and a priest installed as fixtures. A hospital has been 
founded, a shipwright’s yard constructed, and a number of measureataken 
from which may be deduced an inevitable intention to create there a 
durable establishment. The Russian Government has the propensity of 
certain rich proprietors: it neglects nothing to get its domains within a 
ring fence. he Island of Jesso, whose chief city is Hakodadi, would 
thoroughly complete its latest acquisitions inthe Far East, and there is 
no doubt ‘it will, at a period close at hand, seize on the first pretext for 
becoming its master. 

RUSSIAN POSSESSIONS IN MANTCHOURIA. 

Besides Vladivostock and Olga Bay, the Russians possess, on the coasts 
of Mantchouria and on the western coast of the large Island of Saghilien, 
Passiat Bay, Koussounai, Emperor Bay, Doui, Castries Bay, and 
Nicolaiefeki. At Passiat Bay, in 42 deg. N., coal has been found. 
Koussounai and Doui, in the {sland of Sagbalien, offering no shelter for 
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‘vessels, 1 rg pou have been established there—at Koussounai (48 
deg: N.) to w the Japanese frontier; at Doui (51 deg.).on account 
‘Of the coal mines discovered there. The coleny of Emperor Bay possesses 
‘an eneellent anchorage, but is destitute of communication with the interior, 
anda weak detachment of soldiers suffices for its guard. Castries Bay 
(52 deg.) is, next to Viadivostock, the most considerable port the Rus- 
sians have in these quarters. It is connected by an route with Lake 
Kisl, from whence vessels of light draught can reach the River Amoor. 
‘The Russians extablisled themselves at Castries in 1854; at Doui in 
1856; at Koussounai in 1857; at Olga in 1858; and lastly at Passiat 
‘and Viadivostock in 1860. The necessity of all these establishment jot 
t fally evident, for Nicolaiefski itself, on the Amoor, the only Russian 
town in this part of the world, is far from baving acquired much 
ial importance. The foundation of these distant colonies will be 
‘without a motive until the projects of the Government of the Czars on 
China and Jay.an have assumed a of consistence. The natural 
giches of Mantchouria are but imperfectly known, and their development 
Would be attended with immense difficulty, I have already mentioned 
the ooal-pite of Passiat Bay and Doui; I may add that marble has been 
diseovered at Olga Bay, and auriferous ore at Viadivostock. Wood for 
ildiag abounds in the interior of Mantchourie, and, if set on foot, the 
fur-trade would yield satisfactory results. ‘The grand obstacle to the 
‘civilization of these vast countries—an obstacle that will long remain in- 
surmeuntable—is the want of population, To the north are meta few 
wandering tribes—the Guilaks, Tungooses, and Orotches—mixed, about 
Olga Bay, with some Chinese. South of Olga, and on the coast, 
Mansas alone are to be found. Maximovitch. the botanist, estimates that 
the whole native population of the coast of Mantchouria, from 42 deg. to 
2 deg. north, does not exceed a thousand souls. 

Three chaptera are devoted to the later history of Japan, in 
whiol the course of events is traced with great clearness and 
point, The feeling of the Daimios towards the Tycoon and 
the relative position of parties are put in a very unmistakable 
light in a quctation from a pamphlet distributed some time 
back by the section opposed to the latter. The reader will see 
in it a complete corroboration of the views constantly urged in 
this journal, and also a remarkable justification of the Prince 
of Satsuma’s desire to possess himself of a war-steamer, as 
indicated to Colonel Neale by his envoys : 

Forcenturies the Tycoons, forgetting the origia of ther power, have 
undermined the dignity and power of the Mikado their master, and the 
conduct of the present Tycoon proves that either equily nor good faith 
is to be expected from him. ings are come to that pass that foreign 
Powers look on the Tycoon as master of Japan, and treat the lezitimate 
Enmperor as a being without: power and without influence. It was to the 

eoon the barbaris dressed themselves when they wanted to con- 

jude treaties with Japan. The Mikado was not even consulted, and 
bis approval, which is indispensable to the introduction of reforms into 
the constitution, was not solicited. Yet these treaties are in force ae if 
they thad a legal value, The Tycoon, therefore, hes committed an act of 
treason against tle majesty of his master and the sacredness of the con 
stitution, in virtue of which he is placed: at the heed of the executive 
It cannot be denied that the Court of the Tyooon is endeavouring 
to concentrate all the power of¢Japan at Yedo: There are the armsand the 
foreign ships ; there spring up schools, in which are taught the arts and 
aclences of the West. The trade with the barbarians has no place but in 
the-dominions of the Tycoon ; the great Daimios have no rignt to open 
their ports to it; it enriches the subjects of the Tycoon alone, and the 
latter derives considerable emoluments from it himeeif. The purpose 
aimed-at by the Government of Yedo is easy to be soon; itis arming and 
paring to subjugate all who would like some day to get from under 
Newey, In the time of Hieas, the eighteen great Dairvios united might 
have offered a formidable resistance ; but the armies of those Princes were 
inferior to those of Hieas but in one res that ofnumbers. Now-a-day, 
the chances are noslonger so equal. “The ‘Tycoon's steamers, the firearms 
be kas purchased or had manufactured after foreign patterns, his acquaint- 
ance with an entirely new art of warfare, give him a dangerous superiority 
over the other Japanese Princes. To avoid being attacked in detail, the 
latter ought to assemble, as soon as possible, and by allying themselves; 
defeat the tortuous policy of the Tycoon. The Mikado is ready to give 
the support of his name to the good cause; but for himto do 20, ne- 
cesary that an oficial request should be prevented to him. ‘There is no 
doubt that he would receive it favourably, and would re-establish the 
union of the old nobility with the legitimate Emperor. From that union, 
which he has always ardently desired, will spring a return to the ancient 
and venerable state of things. 


In face of the combination against him the Tycoon was obliged 
to make great. concessions, and. eventually to promise to pay a 
visits to. the Mikado within a year. This interview, which, 
according to our latest advices, has but just taken place, would 
exercise, thinks M. Lindau, a great influence on Japanese 
affairs, though it would net remove every difficulty. He con- 
Cludes his historical retrospect in the following terms; which 
afférd an excellent specimen of the author's more serious 


style :

CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, LONDON 
AND CHINA. 

On the 17th inst, the sixth ordinary geveral meeting of the 
shareholders was held at the offices in Threadnevdle-street ; 
Mr. G.G. Nicol in the chair. The report and statement of 
accounts, wh‘ch will be found elsewhere, were taken as read. 

‘The Cuainman hoped the report submitted would be ax satisfactory to 
the sharehulder« as it was to the directors. The profits of the year had, 
amounted to within a fraction of 40 per cent. The current and fixed. 
deposits and the issues, which were the tests of public confidence and of 
prosperity, amounted to £8,600.000. and that in the face of a considerable 
drain on banking deposits. OF the last yesr's profits they had alread 
divided at the rate of 15 per cent , and added £50,000 to the reserve fu od, 
leaving a balance carried forward of £75,831. The system adopted of 
paying dividend and bonus in anticipation made it necessary to retain 
always in hand a sum sufficient to pay the next half-year's dividend and 
bonus, for which purpose the sum now carried forward would be available 
on the Ist July, ata rate which be had no doubt would satisfy the 
prietors. They had increased the capital by £250.000, and had ded. 
£100,000 to the reserve, making the total capital £750,000, and the re~ 
serve £250,000. This might appear large for a reserve, but when they 
considered the great extent of their liabilities and the great importance oft 
confirming the confidence of the public in the bank, he thought they would, 
agree that the policy of the board, in increasing the reserve to an amount 
which would enable them to meet any emergency was sound. (Hear, hear.) 

He had every reason to believe that the present year would be quite as 
successful in its results as the last; at the same time he wished to 
the shareholders against over sanguine expectations. The commerce of 
India was still ina transition state, arising principally from the uncertaint} 
in which for some time to come the cotton trade was likely to be involved. 
It was possible, therefore, that their profits might be temporarily reduced 5 
but the resources of India were so inexhaustible, and were being 8» stimtt- 
lated, that he had no doubt of the general prosperity of trade im that coume 
try, and of che banking business as a natural consequence.

Poney had also purchased freehold premixes at the several points mem- 
tioned in the report; and although asa rule the directors were averse. tor 
locking up their monies in dead stock of that kind, the positiun of matterm 
in India made it imperative that their establishments there should ber 
placed on a permanent footing, otherwise, as land was rapidly ng in 
value, they might experience great inconvenience and expense in finding 
themselves suddenly displaced.

These were ali sub-agencies, 
that at Point de Galle and Newera Ellia being in connection with the 
Columbia branch, and the others with the Shanghai branch. In conclu- 
sion he moved the adoption of the report, which was seconded by Nr. D 
Larnach. 

‘Captain Hatt held that the new shares had no right to participate in 
the profits earned by the old capital. 

‘The CHaiRMa stated that the new shareholders were part and parcel 
of the general body. No distinction conld be drawn. 

Captain Hatt repeated his objection, observing that the new capital. 
had not come into operation until December 31, He could not under- 
stand what was the object of keeping so large reserve. Was it that. 
their operations were attended with more than ordinary risk? He thought 
£200,000 would have been an ample reserve, in which case they would: 
have had 450.400 more to divide among the shareholders. Other banksy. 
whose profits were ouly half as much as theirs, paid 18 or 19 per cent. to 
the shareholders, while they only divided 15 per cent. out of 40 per cent: 
profits earned. | He suggested that instead of carrying over £75,800 theyy 
should have a bonus of £3 ashare, which would enable them still to carry’ 
over a balanee of £15,800. 

‘The said that, s0 fax from-there being any unusual. risk in_ 
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the.operations of the bank, it was quite the contrary. All their transac- 
tions were of the safest character, and carried on with the greatest pru~ 
deves. The-object of keeping up #0. larga a.reserve was. to secare:the 
confidence of the public, and that it bad. the effect was shown by the 
increased value of the shares since they bad announced their intention of 
augmenting their reserve. He might mention that it was the intention of 
the board to pay a dividend on the Ist of July at the rate of 20 per cent. 
per annum, which would absorb the balance carried over. 

in Haut complained that the money was kept in hand until July, 
and contended.that the profits made ought to be divided in the current 
half year. 

Mr. D. Laswocn, a director, remarked that if the; 
the accounts of the current half year came in the dividend would not 
be paid until probably October next. As to the dividend, he thought 
20 per cent. was a very good one, considering the time they had been in 
existence, and he thought too that the price at which the shares stood in 
the market, viz., £72 on £25 paid, was equally satisfactory. 

‘The Cuatamay added that it was thought well to keep in band a 
sum which would enable them to maintain something like an equal dit 
dend, and this he boped they would be able to keep at 20 per cent. 

In reply to further questions, 

The Citaraman explained that it was thought advisable, looking at the 
aspect of the times, to keep a large proportion of the revenue invested in 
securities immediately convertible, and which did not therefore pay so 
high a rate of interest as it would yield if the money was used in the ordi- 
nary operations of the bank. The directors considered the reserve had 
now reached its maximum, and it was proposed in future to capitalise 
profits over twenty per cent. for the benefit of the shareholders. 

Mr. D. Laanock added that the course would probably be to capitalise 
the extra profits and conrert them into new shares to be given to the 
shareholders, The motion was then put and carried uaanimously. 

‘The directors retiring by rotation were re-elected. 

Colonel Jameson urged that directors of this bank ought not to hold 
office in other banks, and suggested that it was possible information might 
through their means be given to competing establishments to the injury 
of thie. 

‘Tie Cuarmuan did not seo that there waeany objection to the directors 
being directors of other banks, provided they were not competing banks.

ANOTHER CHINA DEBATE: 
(THE Times.) 

Lord Palmerston is one of the very few men in this country who under- 
stand the importance of China to England. Perhans he is the only man 
in the House of Commons, and he certainly is the only man in the 
Cabinet, who is able, from a thorough kuowledge of all that has gone be- 
fore, to see his way clearly in bis present conduct, and make his decisions 
with confidenes as to his future policy. A China debate has become 
dreary and unattractive, but it is at the same time a very important.matter, 
for it-takes.in, as Lord Palmerston said on Friday night, no less a question 
than that of our commercial relations with one-third of the human race. 

‘We. are committed to trading relations with the extreme East, which are 
to compensate, and which do in a great measure compensate, the falling-off 
of our commercial relations with the West. The opening up of China is 
undoubtedly. one of the most obvious causes of that wonderful, and to 
many inexplicable, prosperity which, amid the dangers of Europe and the 
convulsions of America, seems to settle in liew,of other sunshine upon these 
islands. We must, however, accept the new advantage with its 
conditions. The Chinese never have been and never will be a 

ceful and well-governed people. ‘The insurrection of the Taipings 
Pino’. ea: ponte disease ; the symptom of an ineradicable 
constitutional infirmity. Chin: has been a country of 
frequent revolutions, secret societies, and powerfu! robbers. Io all 
ages and in all times China has been traversed by banditti and 
coasted by pirates. The history of China is full of nothing else but 
pirates and.banditti, and it is because thera has never been any security 
that. China is the oldest society in.the world. with scarcely any really 
ancieot remains. The oldest thing in China is supposed to be a vase, 
which.hands down the tradition of the turbulent insecurity of still earlier 
times. Its insoription is an aspiration for “ten thousand years’ reat 
from, violence and troubles.” China was never without her Taipings 
ashore and.afoat. The Ming dyuasty was founded by a lay brother of 
a Buddhist monaste-y, who got together a multitude of bandits. When 
the Tartars came down the last of the Mings bad just hanged himself, 
ecaune there was a robber chief in ion of Peking and eight rebel 
armies in different provinces of China, each plondering upon its indi- 
vidual account. The patriot defenders of their country against these 
same Tartars were pirates, now celebrated by Chinese historians, 
and robber chiefs who when they left a city massacred all 
the inhabitants, and the greatest of whom made it his chief merit 
that he had cut the throats of three hundred women. As it was then so 
it is now, and 20 it will continue to be while the same causes continue. 
China is a densely populated country, especially expoted to inundations 
and Yailures of crops. ‘There are, therefore, always millions of hungry and 
destitute men, a feeble and corrupt Government, an inefficient police, and 
0 poor-laws, It is a condition of such a society that.men must either 
fob or starve, and therefore they rob, and they gather together to rob. 
But there is no fibre in their cohension. They gather like the avalanche, 
and they rush onwards with all its desolating force and rapidity; but 
when they have reached the valley they dissolve in the sunshine, and 
leave nothing but « mass of: rubbish behind. 

The difference between the Chinese rebels of to-day and the piratical 
bodies who drove the Dutch out of Formosa, or the bandit who got pos- 
‘session of Peking, or the Chinese Jack Cade who appointed an examina- 
tion for literary honours, and when be hed thus aserabled several thousand 
Candidates murdered them all on the spot under the pretext: that by 
‘sophistry they, would exoite disturbances. throughout the empire, or the: 























as 
monster who murdered all the women, is simply that the Taipings of the 
nineteenth century have come in contact: with a trading tation, and‘arm 
making themselves exceedingly inconvenient to the received course of 
Sespoctanle business. The brigands of former days swermed and crunched 
and died like successive: of locusts in the same lands, without 
acquiring much fame, No doubt they had their virtues in the eyes of 
some persons. The Portuguese obtained Macao as the price of: 
tection against some: of them; and Hangchow, Nanking, and Sooel 
became more wealthy as places of security. So, in the present day, 
Shanghai as a: city of refuge is growing #0 important that a bit of: land’ 
there is about as valuable as a site in Cheapside. Mr. Liddell, by-# 
whirosical error, has sought to gain credit also to the Taipings for our 
recent supplies of silk, the fact being that:these robbers, by their presence 
in the silk districts, have frightened away all the holders of the old hoards 
of “box silk,” and have thus cast it all upon the market. The wind” 
that blows nobody good has yet to blow, and the Taipings must necessarily 
duce some irregular advantage to some one. We can even 

in the existence of some counterpoise to the absolute rule of the Poking- 
Government a wholesome corrective to the “anti-barbarian ” policy is” 
even now only kept in check by fear of the spread of Taipingism to the 
Northern: provinces, and by regard for the proceeds of the Shanghal 
customs, Their influence, upon our Westera interests is in the 
general point of view evil, and their presence in the silk districts is am 
unmitigated misfortane to us. What we hope :rom the Sherard Osborn 
Expedition was not that the piracy and brigandage would for ever cease 
in China —for that is impossible—but that they would be driven away’ 
from those parts of the country where we trade and whence we draw our 
supplies. But for the unfortunate failure of that enterprise, this expecta 
tion would have been fulfilled. The Taiping Chiefs were prepared to 
abandon Nanking, and the whole “ragamuffin ” crew would have moved’ 
off to more distant fields of operation. Now, not only is the rebellion: 
raising its head again—a fact we need not care much about—but it.is 
oceupying the part of the country from which it is our interest that it 
should be driven, The encouragement of the Osborn expedition was 
in this point of view a wise and statesmanlike measure, and its failure 
was a great misfortune. 

It is satisfactory, however, that, whatever may be the difference of 
opinion as to the past, every one agrees as to what the future conduct of* 
England should be in China. The House of Commons was unanimous 
on Friday—perhaps Colonel Sykes may heve protested, but if so we will 
take his protest as proof of the general unanimity—that the Treaty ports 
must be protected. ‘The defence of a portof course involves the defence of 
its immediate circuit, and thus we are all resolved as to the propriety of 
defending the towns with which we trade. Heaceforward we shall eitempt 
no more, either by direct or by indirect interterence. The si:k districts 
and the tea districts must take care of themselves. After the practical 
refusal of the Peking: Government to avail itself of the aid we offered it, 
this is, no doubt, our wisest course. But out of these circumstances import> 
Ant consequences must follow. The protected ports and the pr 
districts will soon find their interests in being indissolubly connected, 
the result will probably be to effect some regularity and consistency ia. 
the Government of the Tuipings, or to infuse some energy into the coum: 
cils of the Imperialists, but in either case to obtain for the producing’ 
districts some practical protection from their mercantile ports.

On the proposition of the Minister for the Colonies, H.M.

According to despatches 
from the Governor-General of Netherlands India, the first 
attempt will be made in the rice-fields belonging to the domain 
of Tjipanas, in the Treanger Regencies, and if they succeed, to 
be extended to the coffee and spice trees.

Stanford's Map of the Empires of China and Japan, with the 
Adjacent Parts of British India, Asiatic Russia, Burmah, &c. 
E. Stanford, 6, Charing-cross, London.—Maps of China have 
been hitherto almost invariably confined to the Eastern portion 
of that great empire, omitting even parts of the provinces 
which constitute China Proper, This mattered little when 
European intercourse with the Chinese was limited to the sea- 
board and to Kiachta on the Russian frontier. But our interest 
in the magnificent provinces of Western China has immensely 
increased of late years, and while Russia is extending her ter- 
ritory and establishing communication with the interior of 
China along the whole of her frontier, extending between the 
Pacific Ocean and the new settlements on the Kirghis Steppe, 
Englishmen may also hope to enjoy the fruits of commercial 
intercourse with the rich and populous proviuces of Yunnan, 
Shensi, and Szchuen. ‘The new map now before us, issued by 
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Mr. Stanford, brings all these provinces before the eye, the un- 
developed wealth of which offers a new field to commercial 
enterprise. It includes also, as the title intimates, the Empire 
of Japan, and thus the whole of the Far East is brought be- 
fore us in a portable form. Mr. Stanford is so well known as 
“a cartographer, that it is scarcely necessary to add that the 
execution of the work is admirable.

The Directors retiring are Mr. Gzorcz Garpen Nicot and Mr. Gzoraz Patmer Roprnsoy, who, being eligible, offer th m- 
selves for re-election, and the Court recommend them accordingly. .
